Washington. Believes Germany’s Movement 
Into Balkans Threatens Activity By

WASHINGTON, Oct. l l — Germany’s push into the Balkans was 
viewed by informed W ashington diplomats today as exposing the Third 
Reich to the grave danger of an outright break with Soviet Russia. 
For some time, it is known, relations between Moscow and Berlin 
have been growing increasingly cool. At least 300,000 Russian troops, 
it is reported, are on the eastern border of Romania. Hence, the situ­ 
ation in what has been called “Europe's cockpit” is considered tense. 
The German push into Romania comes a t a tim e when Great Brit­ 
ain and the United States are trying by behind-the-scenes diplomacy 
to bring Moscow into close accord with the “democratic bloc.” At the

usual was billed “non-political.” 
For the first time since the cur­ 
rent presidential campaign be­ 
gan, elaborate arrangements had 
been made to accommodate mem­ 
bers of congress, political lead­ 
ers, local bigwigs, newspaper re­ 
porters and photographers who 
wired in a desire to hop on and 
off briefly as Mr. Roosevelt makes 
his fast two day journey through 
Johnstown, 
Seward 
and 
Pitts­ 
burgh, Pa.; Youngstown, Raven­ 
na, Akron, Columbus and Dayton, 
Ohio. 
One hundred and three persons 
were aboard the ten-car presiden­ 
tial special when it pulled out of 
Washington last night. 
Indicative of the significance 
the press and radio attached to 
the 
speech 
the 
President will 
broadcast to the world from Day­ 
ton Saturday night, this number 
included 21 reporters, 12 newsreel 
and still photographers and four 
radio men. 
Before the tour is 
over, 17 additional reporters, five 
photographers and two more radio 
men will be aboard—a total more 
than twice in excess of any such 
group that has traveled with the 
President on any other trip since 
the July Democratic convention in 
Chicago nominated 
him for a 
third term. 
The Dayton speech, directed pri­ 
marily at all of the republics of the 
Western 
Hemisphere as well as 
continental United States, is to 
be predicated on the theme of 
“all for one and one for all,” ac­ 
cording to White House Secretary 
Stephen T. Early. 
In view of the critical inter­ 
national situation—which for a 
time threatened to cancel out the 
Pennsylvania-Ohio 
tour of 
the 
President—his Saturday night ra­ 
dio address was being awaited as 
major 
exposition of 
American 
foreign policy. 
The President left Washington 
only 
after 
an 
hour-and-a-balf 
conference with Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull and Undersecretary 
Sumner Welles, following which 
Romanian credits in this country 
were “frozen” in the same manner 
as all other assets of nations in­ 
vaded by the axis powers.

“We can promise you that we 
will resist this inhuman and un­ 
fair type of competition.” 
Toward the industrial districts 
still running below their rate of 
production with corresponding un­ 
employment, Willkie aimed this 
paragraph on relief: 
“Not only will we continue fed­ 
eral relief as long as there is any 
unemployment but we will im­ 
prove it and expand it and make 
it mean more to the men on re- 
I lief and to the public.” 
Limit of Progress 
He accused the New Deal of 
! preaching the doctrine that man- 
i kind has reached the limit of 
! progress and asserted: 
; 
“If the men who preach this 
doctrine are given the third term 
I they seek, they may yet succeed in 
: making this theory come true. 
I Then with no one else to work 
I for, the state would be our only 
master and the permanent unem­ 
ployed would be in concentration 
camps.” 
To his other inducements for 
the New England vote Willkie re­ 
peated his observation: 
“We get closer to war every 
day,” and urged a change in the 
national administration which, he 
charged, has failed and is failing 
to produce an adequate national 
defense.

Lesson on the above topic for Oc­ 
tober 13 is Luke 2, the Golden 
Text being Luke 2:52, “And Jesus 
advanced in wisdom .and stature, 
and in favor with God and man.” ) 


WE W ILL have part of this 
chapter of Luke again at the 
Christmas season, so we will not 
dwell 
long on 
the 
account of 
Christ's birth as told in this sec­ 
ond chapter of Luke. 
We will 
talk of the various people who en­ 
tered into His life at this time. 
It is thought Jesus was born 
in the winter of 4 to 5 B. C. His 
patents had gone from their home 
in Nazareth to Bethlehem to en­ 
roll, according to a decree. 
It 
was also prophesied that the Mes­ 
siah would be born in Bethlehem, 
so that His birth there fulfilled 
this prophecy. 
The inn at Bethlehem was not 
an hotel as we know' it, but a 
khan or caravanserie. 
It was an 
enclosed place surrounded by open 
recesses with paved floors raised 
a little above the ground, where 
travelers rested or slept. Because 
many people w’ere on their way 
to be registered, the place was 
crowded and Joseph and Mary 
had either to be content with a 
corner of the enclosed court or 
with a stable. 
It is also probable 
that the stable where Jesus was 
born wras a limestone grotto or 
cave. 
After eight days the Babe was 
named Jesus, as the angel had 
told Mary it should be, and after 
the days had passed that were set 
aside 
by 
the 
Hebrew law 
for 
Mary’s 
purification 
after 
His 
birth, the Babe was taken to the 
temple to be “presented to the 
Lord.” 
And to have offered a 
sacrifice, “a pair of turtledoves or 
two young pigeons,” 
Outside the temple was a de­ 
vout and just man whose name 
w’as Simeon. 
He was old and 
waiting for death.

When you ask w hether the pupil 
with the bad tonsils has had fre­ 
quent colds or absences the an­ 
swers are not known and no plan 
is provided to secure such an­ 
swers.

Going into a classroom you learn 
from the teacher th a t she is much 
relieved to know th a t the medical 


departm ent is taking over all the 
health problems of her pupils, and 
that she doesn’t have to bother. 
When you ask how many of her 
pupils have serious defects you 
learn the nurse has all the records 
and she never talks them over. 
The boy holding the book close to 
his eyes 
may 
have something 
wrong with his eyes, but then th at 
couldrir be because the nurse ex­ 
amined his eyes with a chart and 
said his eyesight was good. Yes, 
some of the pupils should go to a 
dentist, but only one had tooth­ 
ache yesterday. 
In the nurse’s office, a num ber of 
children are waitin g for attention. 
This one gets an aspirin for head­ 
ache, this one oil of .cloves for 
toothache, this one some sodium 
bicarbonate for indigestion, with 
the confidential advice to you that 
it is ju st a placebo. 


Authorities Work Together

The only o ther county to rem ain 
rm tho Rooseevlt side will be Lick­ 
ing, of which N ew ark is the county 
seat, according

survey.

R oosevelt vail be between 500 and 
1,000 votes, the 
new spaper says, 
while Pickaw ay 
C ounty’s m argin 
on the D em ocratic side was not 
disclosed. 
“Pickaw ay,” 
the 
Plain Dealer 
said, “has long been in the Demo­ 
cratic fold. 
I t is the only one of 
12 central Ohio counties th a t gave 
a m ajority 
to 
form er 
U nited 
S tates Senator R obert J. Bulkley 
when he was defeated for reelec­ 
tion by Senator R obert A. T aft in 
1938.”* 
Iii ch F arm Area 
The central Ohio area covered by j 
the Plain D ealer survey includes 
some of the richest farm ing land 
in Ohio. 
Most of the farm ers in 
the district, the new spaper w rites, 
“are prosperous, are not in sym ­ 
p athy w ith federal relief policies 
and abhor deficits.” 
Four years ago the 12 counties 
gave President Roosevelt a m ajor­ 
ity of 44,386. 
The Plain Deal account contin­ 
ues: 
’’According to estim ates m ade 
today, they will give W endell L.

R epublican 
presidential 
nominee, a m ajority of approxi­

“This is a turnover of nearly
